Total Score: 11.8M, beating our record from last year. 


Conditions were FB (you had a big signal, EI7M!) on the high bands, although 20 
daytime really suffered from the high MUF. The low bands were really noisy, 
altough you wouldn't know it from the QSOs. 


We used 6 PCs, one for each band, I think 3 XTs and 3 386 machines, running CT 
in the multi-multi mode, connected to the W3LPL PVRC Packetcluster. What a 
blast, we were passing multipliers from band to band all weekend.
